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“DEATH AFTER DARK” 
“Of 36,000 motor fa talities last y ear, 20,000 oc­ 
curred a t night,” writes Governor Harold G. 
Hoffman of New Jersey , in an article in Liberty 
entitled “Death After Dark.” 
“The total economic waste of night-tim e auto­ 
mobile accidents is estim ated at nearly one and 
a half billion dollars. . . . 
“Six ty -nine p er cent of those killed are p edes­ 
trians. . . . 


“As a nation, we have failed to grasp the fact 
th a t as the sun goes down, so m ust our sp eed. 
We are simp ly driving too fast for our ey es.” 
Night driving, Governor Hoffman p oints out, 
involves three definite factors, each of which 
contribute to the hazard: I, Overdriving our 
headlights; 2, Slow p ercep tion due to p oor il­ 
lum ination; 3. The night p edestrian hazard. The 
first factor is p robably the most im p ortant, in­ 
asmuch as it affects the other two. 
Governor 
Hoffman say s th a t the average m an is fortunate 
if he can see IOO feet clearly with his headlamp s. 
T hat is less than the distance req uired to stop 
from a sp eed of 35 miles p er hour, on good p ave­ 
m ent with first-class tires and brakes. 
If the 
night driver is traveling 60, not an uncommon 
sp eed on our highway s today , th a t IOO feet of 
visability will have been p assed by the time he 
is able to even substantially lower his sp eed. 
Thousands of us are driving 50 and 60 miles an 
hour in cars eq uip p ed with 30-mile headlights. 
One solution to th a t is better illum ination for 
streets and highway s — irrefutable figures, based 
on ex tensive tests, show th at the saving in ec­ 


onomic waste, to say nothing of the hum an waste, 
p ay s the cost of good lighting m any times over. I 
But it will be a long time before the average 
highway is all lighted a t all — and in the m ean­ 
time, the only solution is to drive moderately if : 
y ou wish to avoid “death after dark.” 


WHEN 10% MEANS 5 0% 
A relatively small cut in the cost of such an 
outstanding item in the budget as food, really 
means more to the average family than the few 
dollars th at may be saved. 
Say , for ex amp le, a m an has an income of $1,- 
500 a y ear. 
About 50 p er cent of this m ust be 
sp ent for food and clothing 
— $750. By the time 
rent is p aid, fuel is bought and other ex p enses 
are met, he is lucky if ten p er cent of his income 
— $150 — is left over for amusem ent, lux uries, in­ 
vestm ent and savings. 
If his food and clothing budget is out IO p er 
cent, it will save him $75 a y ear. T hat $75 rep ­ 
resents just half of his p resent surp lus money . 
Added to the $150, it gives hm just fifty p er cent 
more dollars than he had before to sp end for 
items outside of the bare necessities of living. 
That fifty p er cent can mean the difference be­ 
tween enjoy ing a vacation or stay ing home — be­ 
tween carry ing life insurance or not being able 
to carry it — between building up a savings ac­ 
count for Johnnie’s education, or not being able 
to p ut any dollars away toward the future. 
Looked at in this light, the im p ortance of the 
movement to reduce the cost of food, by reduc­ 
ing waste in the sp read between p roducer and 
consumer and lessening overhead, is seen in its 
p rop er p ersp ective.
